To date 150,000,000 ounces of sil- 
ver have been handled by the Deloro 
Company. The ore is sampled when 
it arrives at Deloro and the silver 
and cobalt content taken. In most 
instances the silver is paid for and 
801d within fifty days at the mar- 
ket price. While exnerimenting with 
Cobalt. steliite was discévered by the 
eddition of*chronium, and tungsten. 
This metal which is very hard will 
stand up much better under high 
temperatures than high speed metals, 
Under red temperatures it wears a. 
bout seven times as long. At present 
it is being made in five grades, three 
grades of welding. metal and two 
grades of cutting tools. The cutting 
tools are used extensively in the au- 
tomobile industry, while there are 
many uses for the welding metals. 
Lantern slides showing many of 
these uses were shown. Stellite has 
a world wide market and the grade 
most commonly used sell from $5. to 
$10. per pound. 


In concludine his very interesting 
address Mr. Eliiott referred to the 
Deloro Safety Committee.

LETTER FROM ENGLAND 


a The following letter from overseas. 


‘was received by Mrs. Murney Lem- 
mon from, her son, Lee, who ig 4 
soldier overseas. His father, who 
Was a Madoc resident, was killed in 
the Great War. 
January 21, 1941, 

Dear Mum: 

How is my best girl today? Fine 
I hone. It is now 9.30 at night over 
here’ (5.30 your time) and I am just 
starting work for the night as it is 
my turn to work. I'm going to start 
the night off right by writing you. 

We are gradually getting used to 
this country with all it, darkness at 
night and so much going on in the 


day time. You have no idea of the 


amount of industries there are over 
here until you see it, as the country 
is so small. It’s only about as long 
as from Toronto to Windsor, and as 


oi wide as from Toronto to Madoc, I 


Yeven’t been Very far away from 
camp yet as they don't give us the 
time off. We will be getting our five 
day leave soon and expect to go up 
to Scotland. That's what I wanted 
Mrs. Gatenby’s address for but may- 
be I can get up there again, One of 
the boys hag some relations near 
Glasgow and he asked me to go with 
him. 

I suppose you wonder how we 
sleep and eat Well, I'll try and tell 


- you @g much as I can. We sleep in 


brick buildings about as big as the 
United Church, only they have two 
storeys, and each building has about 
aix rooms and there are abopt 20 
men to each room, We Sleep on can- 
Vag cots, with a mattress that is in 
three parts, and we are allowed three 
blankets each and also a small pillow 
thrown in to rest the old head on. 
The mattress being in three parts 
are called “biscuits” (they just look 
Hike soda biscuits, and are not much 
thicker). My “biseuits’’ are so hard 
my bed got indigestion the other dey. 
We eat very good considering there 
ure so meny to feed. For breakfast 
we have porridge, bacon, toast and 
tea; dinner, roast beef, or roast mut. 
ton,. or stew a piece of cake and 
tea; supper, we have cold meat, head- 
cheese or “name it yourself’ meat, 
apple sauce and cocoa, We also have 
brown and white bread and margar- 
ine (not butter). I haven't had 4 
chunk of butter since I left Canada. 
Hutter is very dear for civilians. It 
is about 90 cents a pound (in Can- 
adian money), Eggs are about 82 
cente a dozen. Boy, send me over a 
half a dozen hens and a cow and I 
will make a fortune, eh 


I haven't been doing much lately 
just a lot of training as I mentioned 


about in my last letter. By the way,’ 


1 think I will number my letters and 
keep. track of them in a book. Like 
this is number 3 letter to you, 80 
you will see number 3 at the top of 
page one, I haven't received a stitch 
of mall, not even an Xmas card from 
anybody yet. I'll jump and yell for 
an hour when I do. You know, I was 
just thinking of something you told 
me a few years ago, that when I 
got far away from you some day I 
would look back and be a little more 
thank‘ul for what you had done for 
me than I was then. Well that day 
hast come—but you know it takes 
something like this—I mean, so far 
to-make me realize what a good old 
Muni you have been to us three, es. 
pecially me, So keep on saying those 
few words each night for me—I 
think it helps a lot. 


How is good old Canada’? Fvery 
Englishman I meet I tell. them they 
don't know what they are missing 
until they see Canada. it has reined 
here for the past four days but have 
had no snow to mention yet. About 
two weeks ago I wae out for a walk 
and saw a red rose in bloom in 
somebody's front yard, aleo an ivy 
with leaves as green as a cucumber, 
rll wend you »# leaf of holly some 
day it is used for hedges around the 
luwns over here—very pretty too 


Well, I have some Work to do so 
will say good night. Let me know 
haw the folks are down home 
how things are in Madore and Tor 
onto, and above all “keep your chin

Tuesday February 11th at 10 a.m.

Wasa below the average, with minis- 
terr and laymen in attendance. Rev. 
J. G, McKee, of Wellington, had 
charge of the sessions 

One of the main features of this 
Presbytery wae the presentation of 
the Statistical Report by the Secre- 
tary, Rev. J. E, Beckel of Stirling. 
Some of the more important feat- 
ures in this report were: number of 
families in the Presbytery, 9,913; 
number of persons under pastoral 
oversight, 32,630; with church mem. 
bership of 14,866; number of Wo- 
man’s Missionary Societies, 146, with 
a membership of 3,312, and raising 
for the year 1940 the sum of $12,- 
657; number of Woman’s Associa- 
tions and Ladies’ Aids ig 136, with 
a membership of 3,704 and raising 
the sum of $29,440. The number of 
Sunday schools is 167, with a mem. 
bersh’» of 12,157, ahd raising for all 
purpcses $13,579. The amount raised 
for Missionary and Maintenance Fund 
was $18,753; the amount raised for 
Ministers’ salaries was $73,339, and 
the amount raised for all purposes is 
$197,175.’

AT CAMPAIGN MEETING 


Those who were present at the 
meeting held in the High School.Au- 
‘ditorium on Sunday night were privi. 
leged to_hear one of the best speak- 
ers that’ Madoc hag been honored 
with in some time.

Nickle, K.C. of Kingston speaking 
at a War Savings meeting declared 


that the only thing that mattered to-| 


day was to win the war and that 
the Canadian Government should set 
the people an example in a policy of 
thrift and economy, which they are 
asked to follow, ~The Government 
should cancel dependents’ allowances 
to officers of the Reserve Army. : 

Mr. Nickle branded the present sit- 
uation as “indefensible.’’ He declared 
that dependents’ allowances should 
be given only those who leave home 
and family, and not for non-combat- 
ant reserve officers 
at home with family and friends.”’ 

“If these conditions exist, and who 
will truthfully swy that they don’t,’ 
then the officers in question and all 
other ranks who are receiving~such 
pay plums for theig home services 
must appreciate that this practice 
must stop, and stop in a hurry,’ Mr. 
Nickle said. ‘‘The Canadian ship of 
‘Slate cannot continue to float unless 
the financial leaks to which I have 
referred and others, are plugged. 
Surely a man who offers his life for 
his family is entitled to a better rate 
of pay than the non-combatant re. 
serve officer who lives tranquilly at 
home with his family? Dependents’ 
allowance must be given for the wife 
of the officer, N.C.O. or man on ac- 
tive service with a view to compen- 
sating him in dollars and cents for 
the extra expense that his household 
might be put to by reason of his ab. 
sence from home and family. 

“I ask with confidence the Prime 
Minister of Canada, is it not a fact 
that thé district, Officer commanding 
D. No, 3. {ngston, receives more 
pay in time of \war than did his pre- 
decessor in office in times of peace,’’ 
asked the speaker. “Is it not a fact 
that the district officer commanding 
Kingston, his staff officera-the of- 
ficer commanding the reserve force 
at Kingeton, the officer commanding 
the home guard artillery at Fort 
Frontenac, the Quartermaster of the 
Medical Corps, the head of the dental 
services and many of his assistants, 
the works officer at R.M.C., the Of- 
ficer commanding the military hos.

The food situation grows steadily 
worse In Norway. The huge German 
army of occupation (estimated at 
more than 300,000 men) continues to 
requisition meat, eggs and other 
foods, and the Norwegian  puppet- 
Nazis have first pick Shortage of 
meat has become acute particularly 
in Oslo where butcher shops are 
closed for the great part of the week. 
Long lines of weary housewives form 
in front of food stores several hours 
before they open, If luck is with 
them, they obtain half a pound of 
chopped meat or a small piece of 
sausage. The supply of flour’is rap- 
idly decreasing. Bread is made with 
so many ingredients that it tastes 
like cardboard. Milk production is 
down 23 per cent. Dairies report a 
55 per cent decrease in the produc- 
tion of butter. 
“Accidents"’ have so often broken 
in “western Norway that the Nazis 
have resorted to wholesale fining of 
communities nearest the scene of 
sabotage. 

The city of Trondheim was recent. 
ly fined 60,000 crowns because an un- 
identified assailant threw acid in the 
face of a German sailor. 

Stavanger had to pay a levy of 
50,000 crowns for a “power failure” 
in the town. 

All seven ‘Bishops of the State
